Nixon plans 


United Press International 


President INixon's campaign manager disclosed Friday that Nixon is 
considering personally campaigning this fall in his four most difficult 
states in an effort to sweep tne nation. 
Clark MacGregor, chairman of the Committee to Re-elect the 
President, i^veaied this possibility as Nixon returned to his White 
House dutie^after a threenday trip and George S. McGovern rested 
before appearances Saturday in Baltimore, Atlantic City and New 
York.

Minnesota “ if the polls continue to show a landslide” as Nov. 7 nears. 


Health care crisis 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —Sen. George S. McGovern charged Friday 
that President Nxon has been faced with the worst health care crisis in 
the nation’s history but “to the American people, he said, in effect, 
take two aspirins and call me back next year.’” 
The Democratic presidential nominee attacked the administration’s 
health care efforts in a prepared statement released at a news 
conference called by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, DMass., and Rep. 
Wilbur M. Mills, D-Ark. 
McGovern did not attend. He and his wife were spending two days 
alone in their farmhouse near St. Michael’s, Md., on the Eastern shore 
of Chesapeake Bay. Gaggles of geese were feeding in a nearby field on 
McGovern’s 12-acre place as the senator emerged briefly for picture 
taking. 


Prisoners-of-war

Three U.S. prisoners released by North Vietnam spent their first 
day back home secluded in scattered military hospitals Friday, 
sleeping late, getting a welcome taste of American food and seeing 
their joyous families alone. 
Radio Hanoi accused the U.S. government of “coarse and shameless 
interference” with their release by sending them to military hospitals 
almost immediately after their arrival Thursday night at New York 
City by commercial airliner from Copenhagen.

“kidnapped” and said they were “ by no means being held” against 
their will. 
As previously announced, they said, the men would be asked their 
preferences for future assignment but would be “removed as far as 
possible from the hostilities in Southeast Asia.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) —The United States and Russia have agreed 
to renew technical cooperation in peaceful uses of atomic energy, it 
was announced Friday. 
A memorandum of cooperation, fifth in a series started in 1959, was 
negotiated in Moscow this week by representatives of the U.S. Atomic 
Energy Commission and the U.S.S.R. State Committee for the 
Utilization of Atomic Energy. 


Hijacker gets life 


ALEXANDRIA, Va. (UPI)— Frederick William Hahneman was 
sentenced to life imprisonment Friday for hijacking a jetliner and 
bailing out over Honduras with $303,0(X) in ransom. 
U.S. District Court Judge Oren Lewis said he gave Hahneman the 
maximum sentence under the federal air piracy law to present an 
example to would-be hijackers. 


Belfast violence 


BELFAST (UPI)—A rioting crowd in Bellast hijacked passing 
trucks and cars and burned two buses Friday after a shootout killed a 
British soldier and a sniper. 
The Army said the gunbattle erupted in the Roman Catholic Lower 
Falls Area when a s n i^ r fired shots into a British command post. The 
troops returned fire and soon a small battle broke out between the 
soldiers and half a dozen snipers. 
The battle came on the heels of sudden bombings that wrecked two 
pubs in the same neighborhood. 


Wrong day 


'NEW YORK (U PI)—Two would-be holdup men marched into a bank 
Friday and found themselves with some unwanted company—a dozen 
FBI agents cashing their paychecks. 
“ It was a real laugher,” said Philip Horton, manager of the 
Chemical Bank branch four blocks from the New York headquarters 
of the FBI. “This was the wrong day to do it.” 
The two men, who carried cartons which they said conUined bombs, 
were immediately arrested by the agents, one inside and the other on 
the street after a brief chase. 
Horton said some 300 agents were regular customers at the bank and

agency scientists hopes to

No need to disband the 
present conference set-up 
After the first eight games, all the 
major college teams will be rated 
The top 16 will advance to the 
National College Football Playoffs 
(NCFP >. 
The selection of the top 16 could be 
a touchy business. It will have to be 
left in the hands of an unemotional,

p arty, 
such 
as 
“ Compusport” or the Las Vegas 
bookm akers. 
Coaches 
and 
sportswriters are out of the question 
for this task 
“ The 16 NCFP teams (or the 
“ Golden 16” ) will be paired off just 
like players in a tennis tourney. The 
top-seeded team against the bottom 
seeded team, and so on down the 
line 
The season’s final three games 
will be playoff games. At the end of 
three weeks of play, there will be 
two undefeated teams remaining 
They will meet in the Rose Bowl for 
the national championship Lesser 
bowls will host the games for third 
through 15th place.
